Mob Attacks Woman Speaker. 

The trouble began when General Mrs. 
Fiera Drummond mounted a wagon and 
started to speak to the crowd, which was 
largely made up of youths who had armed 
themselves with ammunition of various de- 
scriptions or with trumpets, mouth organs, 
and bells. 

Mr. Drummond’s appearance at the front 
of the platform was the signal for an out- 
burst ot deafening noise and a bombardment 
of missiles. She had hardly uttered a word 
when 8 clod of turf struck her in the mouth. 

Mra. Drummond maintained her good na- 
ture, smiled at her tormentors, and con- 
tinued her speech amid a veritable tornado 
of abuse, cat calls, ragtime choruses, and 
cries of Go home to your children.” 


Bespattered with Mud. 


For half an hour the crowd shouted, sang. 
and pelted the suffraget commander-in-chief, 
whose ¢lothes soon were a mass of mud. At 
last Mrs. Drummond's speech, of which not 
a word was audible, came to an end anda 
younger woman took her place. She fared 
no better and the police, realizing the danger 
the women were in, called upon the chairman 
to close the meeting. 

The police endeavered to pilot the women 
to the tube station, but the crowd brushed 


down the street. In the melee one woman's 
eye was blacked and the clothes of all were 
torn and disheleved. 

The police after half an hour’ s struggle 
got the upper hand and succeeded in getting 
the badly mauled women into the tube, from 
which all men were barred until order nag, 
been restored. 


Speaker Rescued from Mob. 
One of the speakers. a Mies Rogers, col- 
lapsed as she was being escorted from the

are of the same mushroom breed. In 1800 
Berlin was a sprawling town of 100,000 
people, Now more than 2,000,000 live 
within its limits, and, counting the ad- 
jacent suburbs, the total population of 
the German capita! is above 3,000,000. 

Everywhere the problems have been the 
same. Swiftly inrushing population has, 
as swiftly, raised the value of land, The 
cottage of the comfortable burgher, with 
its trim front yard and kitchen garden 
at the rear, has been replaced with rows 
of human packing cases, one behind an- 
other, two or three on the same lot. Or 
it has been torn down and huge barracks 
of tenements erected in its stead. Thou- 
sands of families have been forced to live 
in damp, dark cellars or squeezed into a 
single room, where all the funétions of 
family life are carried on in the presence 
and sight of all the family circle, Fester- 
ing slums have developed. 

Science, with its discovery of germ dis- 
eases, spread all abroad through the com- 
munity by personal contact, by sweat shop 
garments, by rats and mice, fleas and 
flies, all the vermin of a filthy buman 
warren; sociology, with its terrible dem- 
onstration of the certainty with which the 
slum turns out physica) and moral de- 
generates to become an expense and a» 
menace to society; these pointed the 
danger, not only to the slum dweller, but 
to every member of the community, rich 
or poor.

The cities of Europe found themselves 
first. When during the Boer war 60 per 
cent of the London men who tried to en- 
list in the army were rejected because 
they were not physically fit, the world 
wide foundations of the British empire 
trembled. Lendon tore down square miles 
of slums and started to build garden 
cities. The great cities of Germany, 
France, Austria, Belgium, Sweden, and 
Norway were already at work, Most of 
them were in much better position to be- 


gin than their sisters in America. They 


were free to do what seemed wisest, in-

From the Mayor of Athens. 
Though Athens ranks among the oldest 
cities of the world, it is only during the last 


twenty-four years that it has taken on new. 


life and vigor.. A large part of our work bas 


been to renew and restore the masterpieces — 


of ancient art. We do not possess those 
marvelous resources which have made it 
possible for the great cities of Europe to go 
easily solve their social problems. But we 
are proceeding somewhat slowly and een- 
servatively, making use of the most modern 


methods, to upbuild the city and to cara, 


first of all, for the social needs of the com 
mon people. To my countrymen I send aalu- 
tations from the city of Pericles. 


From the Lord Provost of Glasgow. 


The main object of municipal administre-

WAGE BILL FOR NEW YORE. 

Albany, N. Y., March 16.—Provisions for a 
“minimum wage scale” are contained in 
bills which members the Progressive party 
plan to introduce in the legisiature tomor- 
row. Former Senetor Frederick M. Daven- 
port, chairman of the Progressive party 
legisiative committee, said tonight: 
“The measure would provide for a state 
minimum wage’ of fiye members. The 
board would be authorised to appoint local 
wage boards for any industry or locality 
where wages seem below the living standard. 
The local board would be empowered to in- 
vestigate, recommend, and report to the state 
board, which, after a public hearing, could 
approve, modify, or ‘get aside the recom- 
mendations of the local boards 
“ The state board also would be authorized 
to issue to apprentices and persons handi- 
capped by age or any mental or physical de- 
fect special permits or licenses for employ- 
ment at less than the minimum rate.“ 
Similar measures are now pending in Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Oregon, Ohio, and Illinois, 
Chairman Davenport stated.

MINISTERS URGE WAGE LAW 


Dr. Fifield Demands More than 
Mere Living Minimum. 


EMPLOYERS ARE CONDEMNED 


Dr. Boynton Praises Commission; An- 
other Holds Pay Blameless. 


The work of the senatorial ‘“‘ white slav- 
ery commission occupied the attention of 


many ministers in their sermons yesterday, 


Some defended the work of the commission 
and spoke for a minimum wage law, while 
others suggested different remedies. 

The Rev: James W. Fifield of Kansas City, 


Mo. at Warren Avenue Congregational 


church, declared there is a close connection 
between vice and low wages and demanded 
more than a mere living wage for girls. 

At Park Manor Congregational church the 
Rev. F. E. Hopkins denied. low wages caused 
immorality among shop girls and defended 
the morality of the girls so employed. 

The Rev. M. P. Boynton of Lexington Ave- 
nue Baptist church denounced the attitude 
of some merchants, and M. M. Mangasarian 
had a substitute to offer for the proposed 
minimum wage law. 


Vice and Wages Connected. : 
“The people in all parts of the United 
States are interested in the discussion now 
going on concerning girls in department 
stores, said Dr. Field. There is a close 
eonnection between vice and wages. 
should be paid enough to enable them to re- 
tain their purity and their self-respect. 

“The desire for finery and for enjoymeht 
is natural and forms a ground for tempta- 
tion to girls who make only enough wages 
to give them the most meager kind of an ex- 
istence. 

„ Every one is entitled to more than a 
mere living wage. They are entitled tosome 
enjoyment and even some luxury. No one 
wants to spend all his or her time in simply 
earning engugh to keep soul and body to- 
gether. It would seem the profits from the 
great department stores warrant the pay- 
ment of better wages.” 


Legislators. Play Politics? 

Certain members of the senate committee 
were accused of playing politics by the Rev. 
Mr. Hopkins. ' 

“Some of the members of this Abet 
ing committee cannot forget themselves,“ 
he said. “ Their eyes appear to be on the 
job they would like and so they have to play 


politics. 


It was a mistake to put n on the 
witness stand. Such women are notorious 
liars. It only appears like an attempt of 
some would-be reformer to advertise him- 
Self. 

“In thirty-five years of continuous service 
in the ministry, during which time I have 
known thousands of working girls and wom- 
en, I have never known one to go wrong 
on account of low wages. They are as clean 
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7 
minded and upright as any girls and women 
on earth. 

The 70 per cent of the fashionable women 
of Chicago who smoke and drink liquor in 
the best restaurants, not the questionable 
ones, are setting the pace that leads the girls 
to ruin.“ 


Praises Vice Commission. 

“ Certainly modern commerce has gone as 
far as it should be permitted to go in taxing 
the homes of the poor. Why does not the 
association of commerce take up a question 
Uke this?’’ asked Dr. Boynton. 

“ The Illinois state senate commission de- 
serves the unanimous backing of the public 
and should receive the hearty codperation of 
all who believe in lifting these unnecessary 
burdens from the hearts and homes of Chi- 
cago’s poor. ‘3 

The limelight of publicity upon this in- 
vestigation is strong. The prese, with its 
usual wideawake sense for news, is not dis- 
appointing the public in reporting fully these 
investigations. ~~ 

Most of the merchants professed to be. 
eve there was no connection between low 
wages and dishonesty andimmorality. This 
is wither evidence of dense ignorance con- 
cerning social conditions as they are today, 
or it is deliberate dodging by the men most 
responsible for the present sad conditions.“

Fires Three Shots at Brother's 
Wife; Surrenders to Own 
Desk Sergeant. 


SAYS SHE MISLED HIS SON. 


Joseph~Smith Takes Law Into 
Own Hand to Avenge Ruin 
of Family Name.

A policeman in uniform, slightly intoxi- 
cated, witn his wrist bleeding, walked into 
Twenty-second Street Police station yester- 
day noon, tossed his empty revolver across 
the sergeant’s desk, afid sat down. His 
service stripes showed he had béen in the 
department twenty years. 

Just shot a woman over in the next 
block,“ he said wearily. Guess she’s dead. 
Better send some one over.“ 

Sergeant O’Connor picked up the revolver, 
ordered the policeman back of the desk, and 
questioned him briefly. The voluntary pris- 
oner proved to be Joseph Smith of the Stock- 
yards station, father of seven children, living 


| at 5435 La Salle street. His victim was his 


sister-in-law, Rosie Smith of 280 West Twen- 
ty-third street, who, he says, disgraced him 
through his son, Charles, now indicted for 
larceny. In the flat over the scene of the 
murder lived the policeman’s aged mother, 
who had heard no shots, 


Woman Alone When Shot Down. 

The woman's body was found in the 
kitchen of her residence, with three shots 
through the head, any one of which would 
have proved fatal. There was no one else in 
the flat, and no indication there had been any 
one, save the slayer. 

Sergt. McCann and Detective Fred Nelson 
searched the place however. Their gearch 
uncovered a large d tity of towels, stock - 
ings, and other goods which. Lieut. Russell 
Says were stolen from downtown department 
stores, and supported the theory that the 
woman has been acting as femce, a charge 
preferred against her several times but never 
proved. 

Smith was sullen and would not talk for 
some time. In the evening he told a yarn 
of entering the flat and asking the woman 
why she had got his son, ‘ Charlie,’ into trou- 
ble. He saye she responded by throwing a 
piece of crockery at him, and as he started 
toward her a man stepped from behind a door 
and fired four shots at him, one striking his 
wrist. 


Assailant’s Story Vague. 

Smith returned the fire. He covld not ex- 
plain why he had missed the man altogether 
and killed the woman. Neither could he 
explain his first story that he had shot him- 
self accidentally, nor identify the three per- 
sons he said were present. 

The family disgrace to which Smith re- 
ferred was an extensive one. Charles, his 
son, was arrested following the theft of three 
trunks from storage at State and Seven- 
teenth streets on New Tear'e eve. The wom- 
an was taken as a receiver of stolen goods. 
Her husband, Thomas Smith, the police- 
man’s brother, was also arrested on two 
charges, one of operating a $150 confidence 
game and the other participating with Ed- 
ward ‘Curley, 2628 Lowe avenue, in the theft 
of a butter wagon owned by the Arthur 
Dixon Transfer company. 


Brother Now in Custody. 

Thomas Smith was released in $6,000 bonds, 
but jumped his bond. He drifted around 
toward the flat shortly after the hooting 
and was promptly arrested. He is locked up 
at Cottage Grove avenue. 

“You'd have done the same thing,” said 
the policeman angrily. She's spoiled my 
life. and ruined my family. She ought to 
pay for it. When I do my time I’m going to 
move out of town and start over again.“ 

Smith was locked up at the station. 
did not seem worried.

The great public utilities largely determine 
the direction and character of a city’s 
growth.

Winter Fights Against Death on Satur- 
day Next by Kicking Up Blizzard of 
Twenty-five Minutes. 


An attempt to defy Father Time’s prognosis 
of death on Saturday next was made by Old 
| Winter yesterday with one of the freakiest 
snow stormy it has been Chicago’s lot to wit- 
ness in some years. It was a nice, clean at- 
tempt, but, twenty-fivé minutes served to 
force the succumbing season to give up, with 
few if! effects oh the city and people. 

At 4:45 o’clock in the afternoon the fore- 
caster in the weather bureau, like thousands 
of others, was gazing upon a clear stretch of 
sky. Two minutes later one could searcely 


see fifty feet away. 


And twenty-three minutes later the sky 
Was Once more clear and the sun wasshining 
upon nearly half an inch of snow that had 
fallen in the interim, accompanied by am ante- 
Easter gale blowing at the rate of thirty 
miles per hour. 

The storm came directly from the west. 
so that the western end of the city had been 
Swept before the lake front realized fully 


What was happening. It was simply a win- 


try imitation of a thunder shower, minus 
thunder and lightning. 

Street cars and elevated trains had to slow 
down to half speed or less. Autoists had 
to light their lamps and creep along the 
streets, and many pedestrians were lucky to 
find a doorway. 

Numerous minor accidents occurred when 
pedestrians slipped and fell, and one serious 
accident was reported.

Requests for such service cannot be 


ANTI-VACCINATION ARGUMENTS. 

OOASIONALLY the anti-vaccina- 

tionists are daring enough to use an 

illustration near home and of recent 

date. Of such is the statement that 

Niagara mi * is unvaccinated and 

has less smallpox than any city of its size 
in America. | 

The facts as to Niagara Falls are these: 
There 3 board in Niagara Falls 
which has been domina ted by anti- vaceina- 
tionists for years, As a result the school 

population is unvaccinated to an unusual 
degree. Of course, no open community is 
100 per cent vaccinated or anywhere near it, 
but the percentage of vaccinated pupils is 
perhaps lower in Niagara Falls than in the 
average place. 

The statement that the community is 
wholly unvaccinated is of course a _ 
exaggeration. Niagara Falls, so far from 
having less smallpox other towns of its 
size, has an unp te amount—cer- 
tainly as compared with New York or cl. 
cago per 10,000 population.

Niagara Falls is a good deal of a emalipox 
plague spot. Ata time when I was in Ni- 
agara to investigate this question I found 
some smallpox in school children, a rare 
state of affairs anywhere in recent years. 

Smallpox has been prevalent in Niagara 
Falls for several weeks, and poor, helpless 
Niagara Falls is now in the throes of small- 
pox. The United States public health officer 
on guard there telegraphed his chief: 

“Bight new cases of smallpox in the week 
ending Feb. 28.” 

Compare that per thousand population 
with the same week in New York City. 

Niagara Falls is paying for the luxury of 
having an anti-vaccination school board. 

A similar illustration, made in the same 
Joose way and similarly unsupported by 
quoted facts and figures, is that as to con- 
ditions in Leicester, England.

A different line of talk—I think that is 
the best phrase to use—is the statement that 
vaccine spreads a lot of diseases. 

No more powerful argument against this 
is needed than the report of the British rural 
commission made in 1896, After seven 
years’ study it reported that the dangers of 
vaccination were insignificant and that such 
dangers as there are are constantly dimin- 
ishing. This was true in 1880-1896, before 
knowledge of infections was broadcast, when 
points were used, whén much arm to arm 
vaccination was done. 

The danger at the present time is far less 
than it was seventeen years ago.

SCHOOL INSPECTION BARRED. 

H. J. writes: 1. Is physical examination of 
school children in cities of 7,000 or 8,000 popu- 
lation practicable? 2. Do many such towns 
have anything of the kind. I am led to ask 
these questions by the attitude of the school 
board of my city toward any form of med- 
foal inspection. Several months ago a wom- 
an member of the board presented a reso- 
lution providing for inspection, but it was 
buried in committee, and all efforts to revive 
it have been futile. Later the same member 
offered a plan for medical examination that 
would be without cost to the board. (Rrery 
physician in the city had promised tq give 
geome time to the work, without pay.) This 
also was rejected. Now, 
women’s club of the city, having made some 
money by the sale of tuberculosis seals at 
Christmas time, offered to pay the expenses 
of a visiting nurse fora month, planning for 
her to give talks on hygiene to the children 
and their mothers. The offer was refused 
point blank, and the women were told to 
mind thelr own business,’ and not butt in.“

project—looking after the children of the

NTIL last Wednesday there were but 

two veterans left who took part as 
cavalry officers in the historic charge 

of the Light. brigade at Balaklava— 

two of that “‘ Gallant Six Hundred 
immortalized by Tennyeon-in what is per- 
haps the most etirring of all hie poems. 
Today only one—namely: Sir George Womb- 
well, formerly of the Seventeenth Lancers— 
remains; the only one of that once relatively 
numerous gathering of officers of the Light 
brigade who were wont to dine together on 
the anniversary of what was perhaps the 
most heroic feat of arms during the Crimean 
war. One can picture to oneself Sir George 
Wombwell, when the next anniversary comes 
round, Oct. 25, dining in solitary state and 
d?inking a silent toast to his dead comrades. 

The last of them to leave him was the octo- 
genarian Lord Tredegar, who died last week 
and who belonged to the same Lancer regi- 
ment as himself—namely: the Death or 
Glory Boys.”” His horse was shot under him 
in the charge, and he only reached the Brit- 
ish lines by jumping on a gun @arriage after 
having -escaped from the scene of carnage 
which Tennyeon 80 justly described in his 
poem as the Jaws of death and as the 
mouth of bell.“ Emerging from the latter 
without a scratch, he by a singular freak of 
fate lost, forty years later, the sight of one 
of his eyes through the careles$ness of a 
guest whom he had invited to shoot with him 
over his preserves at Tredegar park. 

The latter is perhaps the grandest old place 
in Monmouthshire, and has been in the fam- 
Uy of the Morgans, of whom Lord Tredegar 
was the chief, since the days of Llewellyn 
Ap Ivor, Rhys of South Wales, the authentic 
founder of the house, though a still more 
remote ancestor is claimed to have been 
Caractacus, the valiant chief of the Sllures 
tribe of Britons, who was carried off captive 
to Rome in the reign of Emperor Claudius 


„„ 


Lord Tredegar’s viscounty, bestowed upon 
him by King Edward eight years ago, has 
become extinct with his death. But the 
baronetcy, dating from 1792, and the barony, 
created fifty years later, as well as ali the en- 
tailed estates and large fortune, are inherited 
by the late peer’s nephew, hitherto known 
as Col. Courtenay Morgan, married to Lady 
Catherine Carnegie, daughter of the sixth 
Earl of Southesk. The new Lord Tredegar 
is the son of a younger brother of the Bala- 
kla va veteran, who died unmarried. 

Most of the revenues of the new Lord 
Tredegar, as of his uncle and predecessor in 
the peerage, are derived from a single mile 
of rafiroad which runs through Tredegar 
park, and is known as tue Golden mile. When 
the rallroad in that portion of Wales was 
being built it was found necessary, im order 
to avoid an enormous circuit and great engi- 
neering difficulties, entailing immense and 
immediate expense, to pass through Lord 
Tredegar’s park. To this the first Lord 
Tredegar agreed on the condition that he and 
his heirs should for ever receive a certain 
royalty on every ton of goods carried over 
that portion of the road.

gave access, was far from being the impor. 
tant seaport it ts today, and the terms were 


readily accepted. But since then the trade |

It may be remembered that after the resto; 
ration Charles II. avenged his father by 
causing the body of Oliver Cromwell to be 
exhumed from Westminster abbey and send. 
ing it to Tyburn, to be first hanged, and then 
decapitated and quartered, at the foot of the 
gallows. Cromwell's daughter, Lady Fau- 
conberg, whose husbané at that time owned 
Newburgh priory, is asserted, by means of 
bribing the guards, to have succeeded in sub- 
stituting another corpse for that of her fath- 
er and to have obtained possession of his 
remains, which she conveyed to the priory. 
At any rate, in the uppermost story of New- 
burgh priory, at the end of a small chamber, 
there is a massive stone built into the wall, 
with an inscription, setting forth that the 
lord protector’s body lies behind it. 

Sir George Womrbwell’s grandfather mar- 
ried Lady Anne Bellasis, the daughter and 
heiress of the last Lord Fauconberg, and 
thus brought both Newburgh priory and the 
lands pertaining thereto into the Wombwell 
family. 

The original priory was occupied by the 
Augustinian monks and was founded in 1145 
by Roger de Mowbray. At the time of the 
reformation Henry VIII. gave it to Anthony 
Bellasis, one of his chaplains, who was suc- 
ceede@ by his nephew, the latter’s grandson 
being the first Lord Fauconberg. The priory, 
which stands in a well wooded park, cele- 
brated for its grand old oaks, is full of treas- 
ures and relics, among the latter being the 
bridle, saddle, holsters, pistols, sword, and 
watch of Oliver Cromwell. 

Sterne was for many years rector of Cox- 
wold, a parish which is comprised in the 
Newburgh priory estate, and Sir George 
Wombwell has carefully restored Sterne's 
residence, Shandy hall.

Sir George married Lady Julia Villiers, 
elder sister of the present Earl of Jersey, and 
granddaughter of the great Sir Robert Peel. 
On her father’s side, her grandmother was 
that Countess of Jersey who founded Al- 
mack’s, and who was for forty years one of 
the acknowledged leaders of English s0- 
clety, which accepted her autocratic rule, 
and she figures under the most transparent 
pseudonyms in several of Lord Beaconsfield’s 
novels, 

Some yeare ago Sir George and Lad 
Wombwell celebrated their golden wedding, 
and the affair attracted widespread attenti 
from far beyond the limits of the county 
owing to the popularity of the couple. The 
had two sone, both soldiers, who each of 
them lost his life serving his country, one in 
India and the other in South Africa. 

The next heir to Sir George’s baronetcy and 
eta tes is his culy surviving brother, Henry, 
who was for many years a theatrical im- 
presario and owner of one of Liverpool's 
theaters, and is now secretary of Boodle’s 
club in London. As he is childless, the sec-

Commereialism Threatens 
Failure of Effort to Kill 
Habit of Natives. 


FIGHT CHECKED BY WAR. 


Yuan Working to Prevent Its 


Importation; Nation’s Curse 
Blamed on India.

posed on foreign trade were the underlying 
causes of this war, and undoubtedly would 
have occasioned it had there been no opium, 
the opium trade was the most valuable, 


| brought the biggest profits, and was undoubt- 


edly the immediate cause of hostilities. 

The war being over, the importation of 
opium continued on a steadily increasing 
scale. 

The second British war with Chine was 
Drought to an end dy the treaty of Tientsin, 
Signed in June, 1858. This treaty still further 
opened China to the trade of the world. This 
treaty was modified by the Chee Foo conven- 
tion of 1876. 


Sale of Opium Legalized. 

As a result the importation and sale of 
opium were legalized on the princple that 
reguiation would produce better results 
than pretended suppression accompanied by 
wholesale smuggling. Not.only was the im- 
portation: of oplum to be permitted but a 
Specific duty of 110 taels per chest was pre- 


-Seribed, thus limiting China to the collection 


of an ad valorem duty of from 8 to 8 per cent, 
depending on market prices. The Chinese 
have always maintained that they agreed to 
this only as a resült of their failure in the 
war ending with the treaty of Tientsin. 

While some Americans have been mixed up | 
in the opium trade, the American govern- 
ment always has been opposed to it. The 
first treaty made with China, that of 1844, 
provided that American citizens engaged in 
this trade would receive no protection from 
their home government. 

When the treaty of 1858 was negotiated 
the American representative introduced an 
article denouncing and forbidding the opium 
trade, but was induced by Lord Elgin, the 
British representative, to withdraw it. 

During the negotiation of the treaty of 
1880 the Chinese showed themselves so ready 
to yield on the subject of Chinese immigra- 
tion into the United States that the American 
commissioners were willing to conclude, at 
the request of the Chinese, a treaty which 
absolutely prohibited any American citizen 
from importing into, transporting from one 
to another, or buying or selling opium in any 
open port in China. 


Yuan Regulated Traffic. : 

The first effective measures taken by the 
pe ong wad were due to Tang Shao Yi Yuan Shih 

ow president of the republic. In 1906 
Tang Shao Yi issued a set of regulations to 
govern the traffic, while the empress dowager 
issued an edict. 

These papers were ‘the real beginning of 
a serious effort to abolish the use of opium. 
There can/be no doubt that the educated 
class of Chinese were thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with this movement, both for moral 
and economic reasons. These regulations 
provided for the gradual suppression of 
opium smoking covering a period of ten 
years. 

Public opinion in England compelled the 
government in 1907 to make an agreement 
with China. This agreement called for the 
suppression of the Indiag trade as the grow- 
ing of the poppy in China was abolished. 
The first three of the ten years’ program 
Were to be considered as an experiment to 
show whether + not the Chinese govern- 
ment was sincere in its intention and able to 
enforce its rules if sincere. By 1910 poppy 
growing had been reduced by 25 per cent. 

This success led to the organization of a 


i portation of opium. The question was taken 
up and seriously discussed by the newly or- 
ganized national and provincial assemblies. 

Undoubtedly the government as a whole 
and the reformers, backed up by the opin- 
ion of the educated classes, were sincere in 
this movement. That others who helped it 
along were not sincere but hoped to reap a 
profit from it is equally clear. 


Demand Forces Poppy's Growth. 

A certain amount of poppy has alweys 
deer grown in China. As the demand in- 
creased the amount produced also increased. 
The home grown article not being as hign 
grade as that imported from India, it could 
not successfully compete withit. Naturally 


In hag ooceerred to many persons that if the 


importation of opium could be stopped an 
immense profit could be reaped by those who 
grow it in China. 

This has had considerable to do with the 
attempts up to the present to stop the im- 
portation. In the "70s the Tsung li Yamen 
threatened to withdraw the prohibition on 
the home grown poppy unless the British 
stopped their importation of opium. There 
can be little doubt that the true cause of 
this action was a desire to stop importa- 
tion so that the enormous profits of the 
trade might be reaped by the Chinese. 

As a result of the renewed agitation the 
Feople’s Anti-Opium 
held in Peking in 1910 decided to appeal to 
the American and British anti-opium socie- 
ties to help them stop the importation of 
the drug. This led to the British govern- 
ment concluding a new agreement in May, 
1911. 

This agreement provided that as fast as 
China could show that the production of 
opium hac ceased in any particular prov- 
ince importation of Indian opium into tha: 
province would cease, that China might in- 
crease the duty on opium, that it might 
supprese the habit of smoking, but Was not 
to interfere with the importation. 


English Coup Brings Results. 

In return for this the British government 
secured the admission of a greater quantity 
for 1911 tham would have been permitted by 
the 1007 agreement. This was to be deducted, 
however, from the amounts allowed in 1912, 
1913. and 1914. 

The revolution coming in the autumn of 
1911, as was to be expected, upset the affairs 
of China. 


growers and dishonest officials, who saw a 
chance to reap a profit. 

The difficulty of obtaining opium, due to 
the efforts of the Chinese government to 
prevent its use, naturally sent up the price 
which it commanded. 

In 1910 it was worth twice what it had been 
in 1907, and by 1911 four times as much. 

The cost of production in China remaining 
the same, it can easily be seen how great the 
profits were. In 1911 they amounted to prac- 
tically 840 per cent.

pression furnished an excellent opportunity 
for speculation, 

Practically the maximum amount permitted 
to be imported was brought in. Far from 
acting as if they expected the trade to cease, 
they expanded their ordinary financial oredits 
in an endeavor to unl on China as much 
opium as possible and thus take advantage 
of the. prevailing high price. They even 


‘raised the price of the imported opium. 


The disorders due to the revolution for the 
time being upset the ordinary trade routes 
with the result that a large stock of opium 
accumulated at Shanghai and Hongkong. 
This necessitated more funds to carry it. 
The bankers, thinking the affair a splendid 
speculation, advanced the money necessary. 

However, as order was restored the new 
republican government took up the opium 

uestion vigorously so that the drug, from 
being unable to enter China, due to revolu- 
tionary disturbances, was unable to do so 
because of the vigilance and determination of 
the government. Money having been ad- 
vanced, interest had to be paid. 


Interest on Loans Increases. 

The longer the opium remained unsold the 
greater the amount paid out for interest. 
What made matters worse was the fact that 
outside of China there is no considerable 
market for opium, so that no relief was pos- 
sible im that direction.

Indian Government to Blame. 

Back of all this is the Indian government. 
When it took over India from the British 
Fast India company it inherited the opium 
rights. No one in India is permitted to grow 
the poppy without a special permit from the 
government, The government annually 
issues Hcenses to the cultivators in accord- 
ance with the amount of opium {wailed it 
estimates can be sold. 

When the crop is harvested the 1 
buys it all at its own price. The grower 
makes only a small profit. It is then sold 
monthly at auction in Calcutta. The gov- 
ernment not only profits by this sale but 
collects a duty on such opium as is exported. 

This explains the reluctance of the Indian 
government to stop the cultivation. That 
they have no cause for financial complaint 
under the present circumstances is shown 
by the fact that last year they received more 
revenue from opium than had been expected 
for the whole period covered by the ten year 
agreement. 

The question then resolves itself into who 
is going to pay the loss which must be 
sustained as the result of the opium specula- 
tion if China persists in refusing to permit 
its entry? 

It is true that the traders and banks have 
no one to blame but themselves. They. 
however, can claim and with some show of 
justice that the Indian government had no 
business to reap the profits which it did from 


this speculation unless it intended to force 


China to live up to the ten year agreement. 
Up to British Government. 


The Indian government has no desire to 
stand the loss and can only enforce its claim 
through the British government. If the 
British government, led on by the complaints 
of its bankers and merchants and the Im 
dian government, goes to war with China to 
enforce these claims, the public opinion of 
its own people and of the world will be 
against it. It cannot afford to risk this to 
settle what is, as far as the whole empire 
is concerned, a minor question. 

There is another method, however, and 
there is some reason to believe that it is being 
used. China need money and needs it badly, 
The lack of it may mean the failure of the 
present. government. The consequent dis- 
orders would afford splendid opportunities 
to those who wish for the disruption of the 
empire. 

Just as a loan with the sextuple syndicate 
was about to be concluded the French 
brought up an objection which was nothing 
but a quibble} matters.

Loan Club in Russia’s Hands. 

It is well known that Russia desires to use 
the loan question as a means of forcing China 
to yield to her ‘regarding Mongolia. Russia 
is practically an ally of England, as its help 
in case of war with Germany would be in- 
valuable. 

France is an ally of Britain. Is Britain 
playing the same game as Russia and using 
the loan question as a means of forcing China 
to yield on the opium question? In addition 
it must be remembered that the discussion as 
to the advisability of the Indian government 
suppressing the growth of the poppy has led 
to a protest from Franceon behalf of Indo- 
China and Siam. This because such eup- 


derived by these two countries from their 
imports. What is more, one of the most 
prominent members of the sextuple syndicate 
has a real, if nominally indirect, interest in 
opium. 

What is China to do? It cannot afford at 
Present to pay the speculators and thus rid 
itself of their claims, It can expect no help 
from Britain, France, or Russia. Germany 
is too much bound up in other matters to 
help it if it would, besides being a prominent 
member of the loan syndicate. 
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: Japan, like Russia, is only too anxious to

U. S. Joins China's Enemies. 

We, far from extending to China that help 
which we have so often led it to believe it 
could expect, have by our attitude on the 
loan question once more joined its enemies. 

If it yields it means the undoing of the 
work already done and the continued exist- 
ence of a vice which has already done so 
much to exhaust its people and take out of 
the country millions of dollars for which there 
Me no adequate return 

The chief argument against it is that due to 
lack of sincerity, the growth of the poppy 
would not be suppressed, that even were it 
sincere the government is not strong enough 
to suppress the growth, and as a consequence, 
if importation should be stopped, a great 
Indian industry would be ruined without any 
corresponding gain on the part of the 
Chinese, 

To this is usually added the argument that 
if deprived of opium the Chinese would take 
to morphine or alcohol. 


Yuan Enemy of Drug, 

One of the chief enemies of the opium traffic 
is Yuan Shih Kai. He is now president of the 
republic. The party which has been primar'- 
ly responsible for the campaign against 
opium is Young China.“ That party is in 
power. Even in the disorders incident to the 
revolution this party took steps to suppress 
this traffic. They have been so much in 
earnest that even when it has been necessary 
to use sufficient force to kill thelt own people 
to enforce their laws they have not sna: 
tated to do so. 

The Indian growers of the oplum now in 
diapute have already received payment from 
their government. The Chinese growers 
have not and will not recelveanything. The 
growing of the poppy was suppressed t6 the 
extent of 25 per cent prior do the revolution. 
While temporarily increased during the revo- 
lution it is again being rapidly suppressed. 

The British government by its recent 
agreement to put the provinces of Chihli and 
Kuangsi on the list of provinces into which 
Indian opium may not be imported ac- 
knowledges that fact. 

All this should be evidence enough of the 
sincerity and power of the government in 
spite of the efforts of the Chinese growers 
and dishonest officials to take advantRge ot 
the situation. 


India Enriched 54, 000, 000, 000. 
As to India, in the last century that country 


has been enriched by 34 000 000, 000, due to 


opium. The growers of poppy reap such a 
smal) profit for themselves that they would 
prefer to grow something else. 

In addition, poppy requires the best land 
exhausts the soll, requires extra watering, 
and is expensive to grow. There isa number 
of ether crops which can be grown to much 
better advantage. Cotton is one of them. 
Because of climate, soil, and cheap labor, 
India is well fitted to make a success of It. 

If the question was purely an internal one, 
China’s position would be difficult enough. 
Every ounce imported makes the question 
more difficult: 

A thorough examination cannot fall to con- 
vince that there is no justification morally, 
commercially, or fiscally for the continuation 
of the importation of opium.

A letter has been sent to all council mem- 
bers by Mr. Brennan asking that action on 
the ordinance for rehaming the streets, 
scheduled to be taken at the next meeting, 
be postponed until the various organizations 
have acted. 

Mr. Brennan, who has studied street no- 
menclature for twenty-five years and plans to 
present his collection of data on this subject 
to the Chicago’ Historical society, declares 
all previous efforts to secure changes in du- 
plicate names have failed because inappro- 
priate names were selected. A name to se- 
cure approval, in the first place, and to en- 
dure must have some significance, he points 
out.

Indian Names Meant Something. 


“The old Indian names all meant some- 
thing and were apt.

AVID MANNES, concertmaster of the 

New York f&ymphony orchestra and a 

great violinist, so loves his art that he 

sacrifices of his time and his talents to 

supervise, without remuneration, New 
York's Music Settlenent school, Nor is he 

ed as artistic missionary to serve the 
esthetic needs of the poor. Assisted by his 
gifted wife, Clara Damrosch Mannes, he has 
Undertaken to carry the beautiful gospel of 
his art to the homes of the wealthy where 
there frequently is equal need of it. Such 
has been the success of the artistic couple 
that they have discovered a demand in the 
concert hall for their interpretations of piano 
and violin sonata literature, even in remote 
Chicago. To satisfy that demand they pre- 
sented themselves yesterday afternoon in the 
Studebaker theater under distinguished social 
patronage. 

There is reason to believe that Mr. and Mrs. 
Mannes found their environment disappoint- 
ing in some aspects. They had prepared an 
intimate program suited only to a small con- 
cert room and better suited to the drawing 
room, It was a managerial blunder to bring 
them to the Studebaker when the Fine Arts 
theater or the foyer of Orchestra hall could 
have been secured. The audience could have 
been accommodated in either place and the 
refined beauties of the Brahms G major and 
Mozart G major sonatas would not have been 
dissipate@ in vast and unresonant spaces. 
Misplaced intimacy is as dull in art as else- 
where, and it is impossible to believe that 
Brahms designed his G major sonata for pub- 
He performance. 

If he did it was not meant for such re- 
strained and attenuated delicacy of style as 
was affected by Mr. and Mrs. Mannes. One 
missed the element of coarse but sturdy viril- 
ity that Brahms himself was wont to mani- 
fest in his own efforts as an interpreter of 
his ensemble works. In seeking to exalt 
its lyric beauties Mr. and Mrs. Mannes suc- 
ceeded in depriving it of every impulse and 
it became exceedingly tedious. Mozart fared 
little better, but for another reason. A free- 
dom of style that verged upon the rhapsodic 
was curiously misapplied to his classic sim 
plicity. The same treatment, with an added 
touch of vigor, was admirably suited to the 
Cesar Franck sonata in A major, which 
brought the program to an effective conclu- 
gion. .There were demands for encores after 
the Mozart and Franck numbers. 


Mr. McCormack’s Recital. 


John McCormack, in recital at Orchestra hall, 
found an audience that was decidedly demon- 
in its approval and interrupted his 
numbers with enthusiastic applause. Much of 
his program was in English and of a popular 
nature. The Irish tenor opened his recital with 
Handel's Deeper and Deeper Still.“ with its 
succeeding aria, sung with a vigor and warmth 
that made it one of the most enjoyable numbers 
of the afternoon. His second group, Italian and 
French, comprised Bimboni’s “Sospiri Miel.“ 
“Si Tu Mami,“ by Pergolesi, and the familiar 
Ai Pleuré en Réve,” by Hue. As encores he 


@ffered ballads in English, admirably done but 


quite unimportant. 

His third group was interesting as most typi- 
cal of real Irish music—“ Grace for icht.“ by 
Harty; Crying of Water,” by Campbell-Tipton; 
and an ancient battle hymn harmonized by C. 
Villiers Stanford. The first two of the group 
are essentially Celtic, plaintive, and emotional 
to a marked degree. the third religiously mar- 
tial and to be characterized as patriotic rather 
than peculiarly Celtic. It was sung with a Jeal 
of bravura, required for such a piece. 


„ The occasion warranted the inclusion in the 


program of Faure’s The Palms,” and this was 
followed by another religious air, “The Lord 
Is My Light,” considerably less familiar but in 
much the same spirit. For the purely lyric 
numbers, at which Mr..

On Salary of $100. a Month. 

My husband 2 1 superintendent of a high 
school and makes over $100 a month, but what 
are good wages compared to an extravagant 
wife? On Saturday morning a menu is made 
out for the coming week, which consists of 
common, wholesome food. I then make out my 
grocery and meat order, which seldom exceeds 
32.50, and the marketing is done by myself. 
The groceries are bought in the bulk as much 
as possible. I never order during the week. If 
something gives out a substitute is supplied. 
My fruit and vegetables were canned last fall 
while at a reasonable price, I do my own 
washing, therefore no soap is wasted, All the 
little pieces of soap are saved and placed in a 
tin can which has been punched full of holes in 
the bottom. Pour warm water over this and 
shake it up and you will; find it excellent for 
dish washing. Our evenings are spent at home 
reading good literature, and we enjoy eight 
hours of good rest. Mrs. W. E. G.

Buys Meat in Large Quantities. 

Before I was married I had to make my own 
living and know the value of a dollar. My hus- 
band makes $65 a month and we manage nicely 
and save something too, When we buy meat we 
buy in large quantities such as half a side of 
bacon and whole ham, If I want hamburger I 


buy a 15 cent round steak and grind it myself 


and it will be enough for two days. I buy a 
piece off the shoulder, about 30 cents, and make 
a pot roast. I have roast for two days and what 
is left over I grind up with an onion, mix_with 
cold boiled rice, one egg, roll in cracker meal, 
and fry. We buy potatoes by the bushel and buy 
the best, for it doesn’t pay to buy cheap pota- 
toes, and by watching the sales we get our can 
goods, as tomatoes, corn, and peas cheap and 
buy in large quantity. 

I do my own washing, ironing, and cleaning; 
also make my own clothes. We have a nice 
three room flat and pay $11 rent. Of course, it 
is not in a fashionable neighborhood. We al- 
ways buy good clothes and they last at least 
two seasons. I always brush our clothes and 
put them away as soon as we take them off. 

My husband is a great home man and when 
his work is over he is always at home. Before 
we were married my husband put all his spare 
money in a library, buying only the best books. 
We have a library that any one would be proud 
of.

A Family, of Eight. 

We are a family of eight, and all of us big 
eaters. I always go to the store for my meat 
and choose what I want. I never let the butch- 
er trim the meat. I do that myself Ik I let 
him trim it I would have nothing left to bring 
home. I take off all the fat I do not need and 
put it in a kettle and render it out. Then I put 
the bones in another kettle with some vegeta- 
bles and make soup. With so many children I 
find it impossible to keep bread baked all the 
time, so I send to one of the big bakeries and 
buy the bread, two loaves for 5 cents. I send 
each one in turn. I use six loaves a day; 
that is a saving of 15 cents. I do the same 
when I want cakes or cookies, then when I 
need them I put them in the oven for a few 
minutes. That makes them nice and soft. I 
never buy soap by the bar. I always watch 
the sales, and I have trained my children go 
all over wherever I find I get the best var- 
gains for my money. If every woman that 
goes out shopping would take her children 
along with Ler she would soon train them 
by letting them see how she looks and exam- 
ines everything before she buys. The results 
would be they would soon get wise and the 
storekeeper would not be able to pass off 
withered vegetables so easy by saying, “This 
is the last we have,” and charge you just as 
much as if it was something good.

KEATOR TO GIVE SANCTION. 


Local Man to Take Step in Face of 
Sullivan’s Objections.

Several local water polo players are threat- 
ened with suspension from the Amateur 
Athletic union if intercollegiate rules govern 
the games to be played by Princeton and 
Yale against the Illinois Athletic club and 
Chicago Athletic association aggregations 
this week.

A. A. U May Change Rules.

what action will be taken by the local clubs 
will not be known until the eastern teams 
arrive in the city. It is said that Frank 
Sullivan, coach of the Princeton team, will 
not play under A. A. U. rules and his stand 
undoubtedly will be followed by Yale.

TO $300,000 1007 


N ew York Pawnbrokers Vic- 
tims of Theft Which Fol- 
lows Hard Work. 


CROWDS NEAR THE SCENE 


Gang Burrows from Adjoining 
House and Tears Way 
Through Floors. 


New York, March 16.—Am east side bur- 
glary, perpetrated by clever cracksmen some 
time today, netted the thieves the largest 
heul obtained in New York City in many 
years. 

Martin Simons & Sons, pawnbrokers in 
Hester street, were the victims, and the prop- 
erty stolen includes $250,000 worth of jewelry, 
diamonds: and other precious stones, and 
$50,000 worth of negotiable securities. 

Negotiable securities worth §40,000 were 
found scattered on the floor of the vault, the 
robbers evidently having been afraid to take 
certain of them, 

The thieves gained access to the vaults by 
means of a tunnel from an abutting building 
on a neighboring street. They made a clean 
getaway. 


Hundreds Near Robbery. 

The police are of the opinion that six 
cracksmen were employed on the job and 
that the tunneling required all of last night 
and the greater part of Sunday morning. It 
is their belief that the actual robbery took 
place this afternoon, while hundreds of per- 
sons were passing along the street in front 
of the pawnshop. 

None of the tenants im either the building 
from which the tunnel started or that in 
which the pawnshop is located heard any 
unusual noises. A janitrees peering through 
the window of the shop late this afternoon 
noticed the litter near the vault and gave 
the alarm. 


Tunnel Carefully Planned. 

The police found that the tunnel was be- 
gun in the cellar of a house in Eldridge 
street, directly adjoining Simons’ place. It 
was driven through the wall of the Eldridge 
street house and into a wood bin in the cellar 
of the Simons store. 

There, leading up into the pawnbrokers’ 
shop, is a flight of stairs. The stairs were 
wired for a burglar alarm, however, and the 
thieves avoided them and sawed away the 
overhead flooring at a spot directly in front 
of the treasure vault. The veult, which 
etands twelve feet high and is built into the 
wall, was entered by chopping away the 
masonry. 

The looters left behind them in the litter 


“about the vault three pairs of gloves. The 


police are of the opinion that the cracksmen 
wore gloves in robbing the vault, realizing 
the extent to which the finger print bureau 
of the police department is capable of going 
in detecting crooks who leave impressions 
of their fingers at the scenes of their crimes. 

Simons & Sons have been in business in 
Hester street for a number of years, They 
were Überally patronized in the neighbor- 
hood because the interest charged was below 
the legal rate. 


CHICAGO LEADS ALL CITIES 
IN PARCEL POST BUSINESS. 


Number of Pieces Handled in Feb- 
ruary Was 5,167,540—New York, 
Runs Second—Boston Comes Third. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.}]— 
Chicago in February retained its lead in par- 
cel post business, the toa] number of parcels 
handled being 5,167,540. Following im order 
are New York, witn 4102,010; Boston, 1,326,- 
228: Cleveland, 1.226025; St. Louis, 1,069,306; 
Philadelphia, 1,046,045; Jersey City, 916,180;

Burleson show that approximately 50,000,000 
parcel post packages were handled through- 
out the postal service during the month of 
February, which is about 10,000,000 in excess 
of the number handled during the previous 
month. 

These figures are based on the amount of 
business done at the fifty largest postoffices 
where about one-half of the postal business 
of the United States is handled. At these 
offices.

DECREASE IN NUMBER KILLED 
BY RAILROADS IN ILLINOIS. 


Report to State Commission, However, 
Shows Increase of Persons Injured in 
Fiscal Year Ended June 30, 1912. 


Springfield, III., March 16-—There was a 
decrease of forty-six fatalities on steam and 
electri¢ roads in Illinois for the fiscal year 
ended June 80, 1912, as compared with the 
previous year, according to the report of the 
I}tinois railroad and warehouse commission, 
made public today. 

The report shows that 900 persons were 
killed on the steam roads and 65 met death on 
electric lines, including elevated. 

The total number of persons injured during 
the year on all passenger carrying roads was 
18.508, an increase of 1,729 over the previous 
year. Of this number 1,09 were injured on 
the electric lines and 12,496 were injured on 
the steam roada,

Receipts of potatoes made a slight increase 
for the week, but the supply did not come up 
to the expectations of the trade and prices 
advanced 2@8c a bushel.
